Gov. Taft Settles the Most 


Serious Problem That Has 
fe Menaced Peace in 
| Philippine. 


PAYMENT TO BE IN GOLD. 


Estates Including Nearly 400,-

MANILA, Dec. 17, 10 a. m.—The friars 
have agreed to sell their lands in the Philip- 

pines for $7,250,000 in gold. | 
The pope has given his approval of the 
terms of the settlement, and the approval of 
the war department is awaited. The settle- 


ment provides for the purchase of 408,000 


acres, comprising all the agricultural lands 
and holdings of the friars, with the excep- 
tion of 12,000 acres, including a farm near 
Manila which has been sold to a railway 
company, and also one sugar plantation. 

The friars originally asked $15,000,000. 
Gov. Taft offered them $6,000,000. 

This agreement was reached between Gov. 
Taft and the friars last night, after long and 
tedious negotiations continuing for more than 
three years. 

‘The friars have been the most serious ob- 
stacle to the complete pacification of the 
islands Gov. Taft has encountered during 


One Archbishop Fails. 

Pope Leo first sent Archbishop Chappelle to 
Manila in an effort to come to an understand- 
ing with the Philippine commission. The 
archbishop failed, because his sympathies 
were entirely with the friars. 

Pope Leo then named Archbishop Guidi of 
Rome as apostolic delegate to the Philippines, 
with instructions to carry on the negotia- 
tions. Guidi arrived at manila a year ago. 


Own Some Immense Tracts. 

The Augustinian friars own one estate of 
14,000 acres near Manila, most of it being 
under cultivation. It occupies a greater part 
of the space between the rivers Maibonga 
and San Juan to the north of the Pasig. The 
land there is more fertile than at Malinta. 

San Francisco de Malabon, another posses- 
sion of theirs, slopes to the bay of Bacoor. 
It is cut by three rivers. It has extensive 
irrigating works. About four miles to the 
eastward of San Francisco de Malabon is 
the great estate of Imus, which belongs to 
the Recollets or unshod Aug Here 
again three rivers run through the property. 
There are extensive works of.irrigation and 
the ruins ot᷑ a sugar house. 

Ot all the orders the greatest land owners 
are the Dominicans. They have estates in 
Calamba, Cabuyao, Santa Rosa, Binan, and 
San Pedro Tunasan, all on the Lake of Bay 
Malso at Naic and Santa Cruz, on the Bay 
of Manila.“ 

Skillful Work by Taft. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.]—~ 
Gov. Taft in settling the friar land question 
has fittingly closed his distinguished career 


in the Philippine islands. These negotia-. 


tions have been pending for three years, and 
the proposals of this government met with. 
strong opposition from Rome. 

Last summer Gov. Taft was here and con- 
ferred with officials of the administration on 
this subject. He then went to Rome. This 
government proposed to buy the lands at a 
fixed valuation, but the Roman Catholic 
church officials objected strongly to disposing 
of the lands. The pope’s advisers proposed 
that the friars be allowed to retain their 
lands and that an‘entirely new set of priests 
be sent to the Philippines. 

Gov. Taft said that conditions in the islands 
were such that the Filipinos would not allow 
any body of religious men to return to the 
lands, no matter what their denomination. 
The friars and members of other orders were 
r ed not only as representatives of the 
pope but also of the Spanish government. 
They were looked upon as a horde of tax 
gatherers, and the Filipinos held the re- 
ligious orders as their natural enemies. 


Titles Wot at All Clear. 

Gov. Taft said if they returned they would 
be treated as outcasts and perhaps be given 
violent treatment. He said, furthermore, 
there was a great question as to the legality 
of the titles to the lands held by the religious 
orders. The friars themselves were the only 
persons in many localities who could read 
and write, and there was no way of telling 
how far the titles were genuine. It was rep- 
resented to the vatican that the holding of 
vast tracts of lands by aliens was not in har- 
mony with the American policy and the 
policy of the Philippine government would be 
to prevent such holdings by either priests or 
laymen, 

Gov, Taft also informed the vatican that 
congress had given authority to acquire the 
lands by private sale, or that the lands could 
be secured by condemimation proceedings. 
If the latter course should hgve to be re- 
sorted to the Roman Catholic church would 
get only a small price for the lands, because 
every jury in the island would be in gym- 
pathy with the people and against the friars. 


.Gov: Taft made the preliminary arrange- 


ments for the purchase of these lands while 
in Rome, and this arrangement is now being 
carried out. | 


Archbishop Ireland Helped. 

Archbishop Ireland wae largely instru- 
mental in making this arrangement between 
the pope and Gov. Taft. It had progressed 
go far that the death of Pope Leo last July 
did not affectit. These lands represent thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres of the best 
agricultural portion of the Island of Lugon. 

The belief here is that the partitioning of 
the friar lands among the people, selling them 
at the same rate which public lands are sold 
in ‘this country, will have a good effect upon 


the Filipino people. Under a law of con- | 


grees, authority has been given the Philip- 
pine government to issue bonds for the pay- 
ment of this land indemnity. 

Good for Friars. 

The Roman Catholic church will really get 
a great deal more money out of the trans- 
acticn than if had held the lands. The price 
paid for the lands is considered a fair one 
and is far in excess of thé capitalized value 
on a basis of the income derived from them. 
In truth, the friars themselves have been 
squatters on the lands since the Spanish war.

SHEDS TEARS OVER LINCOLN. 


Learns for First Time of Big Cities in 
the United States. 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Dec. 16.—Willlam N. Ellis has 
arrived in London from Abyssinia and will 
sail for the United States in ten days. Upon 
his arrival there he will proceed direct to 
Washington and deliver to the department 
of state a letter from Emperor Menelek wel- 
coming the Americans to Abyssinia in 
peace, without fear.” Mr. Ellis said that 
Robert P. Skinner, the American consul gen- 
eral at Marseilles, who is now on his return 
from Abyssinia, would report the negotiation 
of a treaty with Menelek will be an easy 
matter. 


ness relations with the United States. Men- 
elek extended a cordial welcome to Mr. Ellis 
upon his arrival at Addis Abbaba, the Abys- 
sinjan capital. He allotted a palace for him 
as his residence, and during his stay Mr. 
Ellis was granted twenty audiences. He 
found Menelek alert, intelligent, and con- 
versant with European affairs. 


| Ignorant of America. : 
Menelek’s knowledge of America, however. 
is deficient. He was much interested in Mr. 
Ellis’ narrative concerning American af- 
fairs, especially the development of the col- 
ored race from Alaves to the status of the 
whites. Upon hearing of Lincoln's libera- 
tion of the slaves tears came into his eyes 
and he insisted that the story be told him a 
second time, exclaiming, “ What a great 
man!“ 
Menelek explained that he is abolishing 
slavery gradually. He said: 3 
I cannot do as Lincoln did. It would 
upset things too much. But I have decreed 
that while those present slaves shall remain 
such their children shall be free. Thus 
slavery will disappear.” — ; 
What above all impressed Menelek favor- 
ably, said Mr. Bilis, was the attitude of the

The 
livery owners declare that, under existing 
circumstances, they cannot pay a higher rate 
than at present, and are willing to shut their 
doors indefinitely to prove their case.

These brought 
no results, and the men Voted a strike last 
week. The Teamsters’ Joint council—the gov- 
erning body of the local drivers—then stepped 
in and tried to adjust the trouble.

RACES CAUSE OF FALL 


CONFESSES THEFT OF $20,000 


Attempt to Pass Mrs. Phoebe Hearst’s 
Check Causes His Undoing. 


Berkeley, Cal., Dec. 16.— [Special. An at- 
tempt to pay a racetrack debt with a check 
drawn by Mrs. Pheebe Hearst taused the ar- 
rest of W. A. McKowen, secretary of the 
board of regents of the University of Cali- 
fornia, today as a defaulter. 

After his arrest McKowen confessed to 
President Benjamin Ide Wheeler that he 
had taken $20,000, and possibly more. Most 
of the money was lost at the racetracks. 

The news of Secretary McKowen's down- 
fall came as a shock to his most intimate 
friends. While a few were aware that he was 
an occasional visitor to the racetracks, none 
knew he had become a plunger and was bet- 
ting as high as $1,000 a day. 8 


Check for Scholarships Used. 
The check which caused Secretary McKow- 


4 en's downfall was made out to him person- 
| ally by Mrs. Hearst to pay college scholar- 


ships. The check was for $1,160, and was 
handed over by McKowen to Bookmaker 
John Davis in payment of markers on the 
races for $1,120. Davis gave McKowen $40 
in change and deposited the check in the 
Western National bank. Davis recently was 
“barred from the track, and he has been clear- 
ing up his accounts. It is probable he had 
threatened McKowen with exposure if he 
did not pay up. The fact that Mrs. Hearst's 
name was signed to a check in the hands of 
a bookmaker at once called attention to It.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—[§ 1— 
Two startling reports bearing upon the post- 
Office scandals were made public tonight, 
One of them is the full Bristow report 
and the other one brings in the names oF 
former Postmaster General Emory Smith, 
Perry S. Heath, and former Postmaster Mer+ 
ritt of Washington in a most unpleasantly 
frank and direct manner. te 

The new report ie made by Charles A, 
Bonaparte and Holmes Conrad, specially ap- 
pointed by the president to go into the Tul- 
loch case, and give him the facts and their 
advice from a legal standpoint. N 

Messrs. Bonaparte and Conrad say at the 
outset that they are restrained in a measure 
by the fact that the statutes of limitations 
have made it impossible for them to suggest 
any prosecutions, but they addthat It is their 
belief that some of the offenses, and possibly 
crimes, may have continued up to a period 
recent enough to bring some of the offenders 
within the law. 

The Bonaparte-Conrad report makes the 
following recommendations: 
1. That a thorough investigatlen be or

Some Points of the Report. 
The report, after reviewing the charges 
brought by former Cashier. Tulloch of the 
Washington postoffice, says: 
No improper official act on the part of 
any public officer or employe is alleged which 
did occur more than three years before 
July 17, 1908, and as all possible prosecu- 
tions are barred we are led, therefore, to in- 
terpret our instructions to report on these 
matters ‘from.a legal standpoint,’ in a. 
broader sense than we might otherwise ven- 
ture to ascribe to them, and understand that 
our views are desired as to the legal pro- 
priety of the official action disclosed and not 
merely whether it may or may not havé been 
“The ‘Tulloch charges’ have never been, 
properly speaking, investigated at all.

Tortured by holdup men so that he was 
confined to his bed for two days, John 
Moreschi, 4166 Wallace street, yesterday re- 
covered sufficiently to describe his assailants 
to the police..

HOTEL FIREMEN ASK RAISE 


Argue That Their Scale and That of 
Engineers Was Fixed Year Ago, 
When Wages Were Lower—Want te 
Submit Question te Arbitration 
Steel Workers of Indiana Harbor 
Apply to Chicago Federation tor 


The possibility of cold rooms in the Jarge 
hotels was suggested yesterday by firemen 
and engineers in connection with a deniand 
for higher wages. The possibility of a strike 
is considered remote by members of the Hotel 


The engine room men are now working un- 
der an agreement that calls for 35 cents an 
hour for engineers and 25 cents for firemen. 
This scale was signed about a year ago. 
Now, the men assert, wages are generally 
higher, and they want more money. The en- 
gineers demand 87% cents an hour. 

The firemen are pledged to arbitration, and 
are willing to submit their demands of 28 
cents an hour to an impartial board. They 
are talking of striking if the owners refuse 
this. They are working in harmony with 
the engineers, and will also receive support 
from the electricians, elevator men, and hotel 


The hotel owners, through their secretary, 
Paul Blatehford, want to avoid trouble. 
A conference has already been held between 
Secretary Blatchford and Business Agent 
Quinlan of the engineers and Business Agent 
Joseph Morton of the firemen. This brought 
no results, and another meeting will 


be held 


Steel Workers Ask for Help. 
Steel workers of the Inland Steel com- 
pany, at Indiana Harbor, have appealed to

TELL AUSTRIA'S POLICY 


FRANCIS JOSEPH AND HIS MINIS- 
TER MAKE ADDRESSES. 


Intention of Powers Is to Restore Har- 
mony in the Balkans Along Lines 
Defined in Recent Note—Triple Al- 
‘Hance Declared to Be for Best In- 
terests of Europe—Assassination in 
Servia Is Deplored — -er Must 
Obey Powers. ) 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

VIENNA, Dec. 16.—The policies of Austria- 
Hungary were clearly defined today by Em- 
peror Francis Joseph and Count Goluchow- 
ski, the imperial minister for foreign af- 
fairs, in addresses to the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the Austro-Hungarian delegation. 

The emperor and the foreign minister im- 
pressed upon the committee the necessity for 
‘the enforcement of reforms in the Balkansas 
| Outlined in the Russo-Austrian note to the 
powers. 

The assassination of Alexander and Queen 
Draga in Servia was condemned, and the 
hope expressed that the new dynasty would 
do much to wipe out the disgrace put upon 
the nation. 

Royal Visits Beneficial. 

Count Goluchowski lengthily reviewed the 
general political situation of Europe, which 
he said had been helped by the recent meet- 
ing of monarchs, which showed the excellent 
relations existing between Austria-Hungary 
and all foreign states. 

Count Goluchowski devoted the greater part 
of his speech to a review of the Balkan situa- 
tion and the Austria-Russian agreement, 
which he asserted was based on the principles 
ot the maintenance of the status quo in Eu- 
ropean Turkey, the preservation of the inde- 
pendence and integrity of the individual Bal- 
kan states, and that the possessions of Tur- 
key should be respected. 

It would be useless, he said, for Turkey to 
endeavor to thwart the designs of the powers. 
Turkey would be placing her own existence 
in jeopardy if she failed to give loyal and 
sincere consideration to the demands which 
alone could save her from utter downfall. 
Bulgaria would be absolutely left to her own 
devices if she failed to adapt herself to the 
will of the powers and make every effort to 
dissipate even the suspicion of culpable com- 
plicity in peace disturbing machinations. 


Emperor Upholds Dreibund. 

Emperor Francis Joseph's speech was 
chiefly notable for its stronger affirmation 
of the emperor’s determination to maintain 
the dreibund. By a renewal of the triple 
alliance,” he said, this weil proved basis 
of our policy, which we have determined 
to maintain henceforth, has been consoli- 
dated for the future.” 
The speech referred to the death of Pope 
Leo, to the gratifying foreign relations of 
the dual monarchy. and to the close harmony 
between Austria and Russia in regard to the 
Balkans, with the object of maintaining 
peace and the status quo in those regions, in 
which we are receiving the energetic support 
of the other great powers.”

Riots have 
occurred at Interior points, and altogether 
the situation is not promising. ot 

The United States is now endeavoring to 
have the port of Wiju, on the Yalu river, 
opened to trade. England and Japan are 
insisting on the opening of the port of Yang- 
ampo, and Russia is opposing compliance 
with any of these desires. Feeling among 
Coreans is running high. | 

Minister Allen's dispatch was sent to the 
navy department, but the officials there said 
they would take no action ypon it unless 
specifically requested to do so by the state 
department. It is known, however, that 
the state department expects the navy,de- 
partment to construe Mr. Allen's message 
as an expression of the state department’s 
desire that a vessel be sent to Chemulpo. 

Minister Allen says that the Corean gov- 
ernment has not given him any definite an- 
swer to his representations concerning the 
proposed opening of Wiju. His statements 
show that the Coreans are all at sea over 
the position of the United States and do not 
know what course to pursue, 


Japan Is Standing Firm. 

TOKIO, Dec. 16.—In consequence of Rus- 
sia’s reply, a special conference of the elder 
statesmen of Japan, including the Marquis 
Ito, and the cabinet ministers, is proceeding 
here to day. It is understood that the states- 
men are considering the adoption of a firm 
stand against Russia. 

Gen. Kodama, the war minister, was pres- 
ent for the first time at the conference. 

There is renewed activity at the admiralty, 
in view of a possible naval demonstration. 


Says Russia Cannot Surrender. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 16.—The Novkal, 
the personal organ of Viceroy Alexieff, says: 
Japan knows Russia's desire for peace, but 
she should also know that Russia cannot 
surrender vital interests to foreigners, either 
Japanese or Americans, by relinquishing her 
big undertaking in Manchuria, created at 
the expense of Russian blood and treasure.” 


Hint of New Demands. 


PARIS, Dec. 16.—It is said in diplomatic 
circles that Japan has introduced into the 
negotiations new demands which Russia did 
not expect when she presented her recent 
note, and it is added that the czar hardly 
would have made the concessions in respect 
to Corea unless he had been convinced that 
Japan would not extend her demands.

SULTAN TO HAVE LESSON. 


Ottoman Ruler Must Understand

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16—[Spectal.]—De- 
mands for an apology from Turkey will be 


the action of the police in assaulting W. R. 
Davis, United States consul at Alexandretta, 
Syria. Secretary of the Navy Moody today 
instructed Rear Admiral Cotton, command- 
ing the European squadron, now at Alexan- 
dria, Egypt, with the armored cruiser Brook- 
lyn, to place one or more warships at the dis- 
posal of Consul Davis and convey him 
Beirut to Alexandretta. 8 

The action of the secretary of the navy was 
decided upon after a conference between the 
head of the navy department and Acting Sec- 
retary of State Adee. The presence of two 
American warships at Alexandretta will un- 
doubtedly be instrumental in forcing the 
Turkish government to make amends for the 
assault. 

Turkey Must Apologize, 

United States Minister Leishman at Con- 
stantinople was today informed by Acting 
Secretary Adee that the circumstance of the 
assault on Mr. Davis was such as to justify 
him in demanding an ex on of regret, 
the diplomatic phrase for an apology, and 
proper reparation from the Turkish govern- 
ment and Turkish authorities at. Alexan- 


made the warships will remain at Alexan- 


dretta. 

The administration believes the time has 
come to make the Turkish government un- 
derstand that interference with American 
consular officers and citizens in the sultan’s 
possessions will not be further tolerated. 
Therefore this government intends to fur- 
nish an object lesson to the sublime porte 
and impress upon him that American life 
and property must be respected. 

The protected cruiser San Francisco is 
now at Beirut, and it is the expectation of 
the navy department that Rear Admiral 
Cotton will return to that place at once and, 
after taking Consul Davis aboard, will pro- 
ceed to Alexandretta, accompanied by the 
San Francisco. 

Exactly what reparation will be demanded 
has not been determined, but it is probable 
that this government will not be satisfied 
with anything less than the. removal and 
punishment of those responsible for the as- 
sault upon the United States official. 


Whipped Five Turks. 

‘The information that reached the depart- 
ment is to the effect that Mr. Davis was act- 
ing entirely within hie richts and powers 
and that while engaged in protecting, as was 
his duty, a naturalized American citizen, he 
was set upon by five Turkish policemen and 
dragged along the ground. It also appears 
incidentally that upon recovering his footing - 
the consul promptly and soundly thrashed 
all five of the policemen.

At Christmas play and make good cheer, 
For Christmas comes but once a year.”’ 

HIS article endeavors to give practical 
suggestions for plays and games in 
the homes. No attempt has been made 
to emphasize the significance of play, 


ably discussed last week, under the title, 
The Educational Value of Play.“ 

It is especially opportune that we should 
think of Christmas playthings just at the 
Christmas time, when the friends of chii- 
dren are looking for gifts to please them. 
Many of us have seen the pathetic sight of a 
child on Christmas day surrounded by all 
kinds of beautiful toys and still unsatisfied. 
Often the trouble has been that each toy or 
gift is mechanically so complete that after 
the child has found how it works and has 
played with it for a time, there is nothing 
new to be done with it; he can create noth- 
ing from it or with it. It is a universal 
desire to create, to make, so that the gift 
that makes creativity possible on the part 
of the child is the one that gives the great- 
est pleasure. Such gifts are tools and wood, 
which make possible the construction of 
various articles. Often the boxes of chil- 
dren's tools are unsatisfactory, as the same 
are of poor material, the hammers’ too 
small, and not heavy enough for a child to 
drive tacks and nails easily, so that many 
times better results are obtained by giving 
a child a good hammer, saw, and a package 
of assorted nails, with a bundle of various 
sizes and shapes of soft wood. Most chil- 
dren of 4, 5, and 6 years of age can, with a lit- 
tle help, be taught to make such things as 
doll’s furniture with this material. 

Another gift that would make many a 
little child happy would be a box containing 
a pair of blunt scissors, such as are made 
for children’s use, an assortment of pretty 
colored papers, and a small bottle of paste. 
From such .a present might grow many 
dresses for the paper dolls, fancy valentines, 
and dainty paper baskets. A large paper, 


will occupy many hours in filling the book 


zines. . | 

To many little girls old enough to sew, a 
Christmas gift of a doll with only one dress, 
instead of a doll’s trunk full, given with a 
sewing case filled with needles, thimble, and 
scissors, and pieces of cloth of different 
kinds for all articles of clothing for the 
doll would give much greater pleasure 
than the doll completely dressed.

Frank H. Spearman needs no introduction 
to those who have read and reveled in his 
short stories of the rallroad. THE DAUGH- 
TER OF A MAGNATE ” isa long novel of the 
west, and so saturated is it with the atmos- 
phere of the railroad that even the uniniti- 
ated must feel answering thrills of enthu- 
siaem and admiration for those whose lives 
are spent in “‘ carving out the Wilderness 
or in guiding the great steel engines across 
dangerous mountain pass in the midet of 

flood or snow drift. | 
The most romantic part of the story ie not 
the love story, good though that may be, 
still it ie not the proportion in which Mr, 
Spearman is himself most interested. His 
heart lies in the tales of daring runs, of in- 
surmountable obstacles surmounted, of the 
impossible made pogsible, and here his skill 
lies also.

“THE BENDING OF THE TWIG,” by 
Walter Russell, is a book about children, and 
is profusely Illustrated by the author.

The author disavows any attempt on his 
part to teach parents how to mold the little 
lives in their trust, but he should have 
chosen a title of another nature, for The 
Bending of the Twig certainly sounds like 
advice to mothers. However, on reading the 
book one is at a lose to decide whether Mr. 
Russell had not as well have spent his time 
giving this same advice as filling a large 
book with the childish chatter of youngsters 
—if there were but something out of the 
ordinary in the talk of these twigs. but 
it is to be feared that the private opinion 
of many a mother will be, on finishing this 
book, that she could write a much more in- 
teresting one.

After showing some weakness early with 
@eclines of de to %e the wheat market 
turned strong tn the last half of the session, 
prices regaining all the initial loss and clos- 
ing %c to %e higher for the day. It was 
easier to tell why the early decline occurred 
than the reason for the sharp reaction. Re- 
ceipts in the northwest as well as in the 
southwest for the day happened to be con- 
siderably larger than for the corresponding 
day last year, and the total at primary points 
was fully 50 per cent larger than in 1902. 

These figures encouraged the bearish ele- 

ment among the local trade to sell the mar- 
ket off, and by the time the May price got 
down to 80%-%c there were plenty of 
prophets in the pit who were sure there would 
be a further break to at least 80c before the 
closing tap of the bell. It was this premature 
enthusiasm on the part of the shorts whica 
was probably the prime motive for the 
later upturn.
